There  are  five  Americans 
or  family  members  inside  the  embassy  and  2000  outside.  A 
total  of  approximately  18,200  Americans  have  been  accounted 
for.

This 
total  is  projected  to  increase  to  19,104  by  January  28.

(U)  UNICEF  and  Save  The  Children  will  start  registration 
of  unaccompanied  children.  Selection  criteria  include 
children  with  no  family  members,  those  under  five  years  of 
age,  unaccompanied  girls,  disabled  children,  and  young 


children  in  domestic  servitude  separated  from  their  parents. 
Eleven  child-friendly  spaces  benefitting  3500  children  are 
currently  operational  in  Port-au-Prince  and  Jacmel.
